Its Origin, History, and character—Tne ure. 


Majolica Fcrlou. 


Horn the Pcnn Momt-'y 


Majolica, or as it is variously terme 


Faenza, Gubbio, Umbnan, or Rapha. 
ware, is a beautiful enameled ware of th 
end of ihe ' leenth and earlier part of th 
sisteenlh century. Its original title c 
Majolica, becAuse-it-much resembles, an 
was, perhaps, founded on the Mooris 
pottery and enameled dishes brought fro. 
Majorca by the Pisans in the twelfth cen 
tury, and afterwards by other tradin 
cities along the coast. 


The Spanish Moors were, no doubt, fa 


advanced in the manufacture of .decora 
live pottery, as we "see by~«theif painte 
tiles and magnificent vase in the Alham 
bra, and during the whole of the Itahai 
Majolica period they still continue t. 
supply Europe with their beautiful works 
THEIR IHtDgSCENT OR MmALLIC LUSTER 
plates, of the fourteenth and fifteenth cen 
fury, certainly have very much the char 
acter of the early Italian Majolica, and th 
patterns in both are often purely Alham 
Waic. An early and fine enameled plats 
of Moresque pattern will show the char- 
acter of the Majolica manufacture, ant 
the so-called 
Hispano-Arab 
Majollra 


plate will show tlie Italian version of it. 


Although it seems, very likely that th< 


term Majolica was derived from Majorra. 
there is no evidence that it was so calle< 
among writers earlier than Scaliger, who 
wrote in 155?, and Ferrari, of Padua, who 
lived in the next century. It appears a 
first to have been called Faenza, where i 
was principally made or exported. There 
is a want of positive testimony about this 
and some well versed on the subject have 
a theory that the-term may have arisen 
from the family of Maioli (called Mag- 
pioli) of Herrara. who, at the end of the 
fifteenth and beginning ofthe sixteenth 
century, were promoters of the fine arts 
and distinguished lor taste and venu. Al 
dus, then at Venice, printed for Lorenzo 
Maioli, in 1497; and some of toe fim 
specimens of Italian binding between 1500 
and 1539, bear the inscription. "Maioli el 
Amicorum." and are called Maioli bind- 
ings. These are now as valuable as Ma 
johca dishes. 


Majolica appears to have been first 


made at Faenza and Pesaro, then at Cub- 
bio, and afterward at Urbino, the birth- 
place of Raphael, Perugia, Fenara, 
Monte-Iupo, Naples, and other places" in 
Italy. It is said that

for this ware, and even painted some of it; 
but there is no positive evidence, and as 
he died in 1520, and the best specimens ol 
art, as regards drawinc. are alter, rather 
than before his death, it has been thought 
by many as improbable. 
1 his view is 


based upon the fact that Guidobaldo.Duke 
of Urbino (1538 1574), the great patron of 
Majolica, is known to have begun collect- 
ing Raphael's sketches several years after 
that master's decease, for Ihe purpose of 
decorating 
pottery. Previously Andrea 


Mantegna, Marc Antonio, and the early 
masters of the Bolognese school, whose 
works have become familiar by engrav- 
ings, were the t>pe of nearly all the early 
Majolica pamlings. After this period, the 
designs became more Raphaelesquc The 
Urbino plaies and other forms dated 1538 
Ktvc evidence df this. The leading arlists 
in Urhmo at this time were the Fra Xanto 
and Oratio Fontani 
There is a plate ex 


tant, formerly in the Marlborough House 
collection m'London. supposed to repre- 
sent Riph.iel and Forhanna in the studio 
of *in artist, employed in paintinn a piece 
of Majolica 
It wis originally in Ihe col 


tion at b'owc, and al Ihe sale there in 1848 
broi eht $20' a few years later it was sold 
for 5600 
This latter price w« reached 


under the impression thai the plate was 
printed by Riphael himself, or at least 
c! inni' his lifetime, but it was evidently 
excuueJ or.j irter his death. 


During all the. great Majolica period,ard 


c\cn to the end of the century, itwas ihe 
fishion for lovers lo present their mis- 
tre^cs. or tlirir betrothed, with sniill or- 
n.imcntil pieces, called amaton.c gener- 
illy plves, dishes, or vases adorned with 
the portrul and Chria'ian name ofthe fa- 
vored fair. They are for the most pirt 
more interesting lor the custome, than for 
the beauty of the hdy.

brfofe tlie end rf the sixteenth century, 
but was rcxived in the nrxt century at 
Naples
